WILLIAM Durrr was born at Loughrea, 
Co. Galway, and was for eighteen years 
Parliamentary representative (1900-18) 
for his native constituency of South 
Galway. While still a schoolboy at the 
Diocesan Seminary of St. Brendan’s, 
Loughrea, he imbibed the spirit of 
nationality from the popular publications 
of the time—‘‘ Michael Dwyer,” 
‘‘Knocknagow,” Penny Readings,” 
„Speeches from the Dock,’’ ‘‘ Mitchel’s 
Jail Journal,” etc. As was inevitable, he 
soon drifted into the vortex of the land 
agitation of which Loughrea was the 
centre, and was one of the first members 
of the local branch of the Land League, 
of which he later became secretary. In 
later years he was County Secretary of 
the United Irish League. He was also 
secretary and moving spirit of various 
local movements, political, social, 
industrial, literary, sporting; and county 
secretary of the Dunstable Coursing Club. 

For the last twenty years, says Mr. 
Duffy, “ the priceless work of the Irish 
Party was scarcely mentioned, except 
with scoff and jibe. To hear now that it 
is not completely forgotten brings a little 
bit of solace into my old age.’

Micnaxt J. FLAVIN represented North Kerry 
from 1896 to 1918. He is 79 years of 
age.

Educated at local National schools and 
St. Michael’s College, Listowel; from an 
early age he took active part in various 
national movements. Before the startin 
of the Land League he was a member o 
the Irish Democratic Labour Party in the 
North Sa capital.

Born in 
851 of an old Limerick family which 
had for generations given pilots to the 
Shannon, he ultimately took up that 
occupation. But before doing so he had 
many adventurous years at sea, He was 
twice shipwrecked in foreign waters, and 
again had a thrilling experience when, 
as a passenger to Holyhead on his way 
to attend to his Parliamentary duties at 
Westminster, he was aboard the 8.8. 
Leinster as she was torpedoed near the 
Kish lightship a month before the end 
of the Great War. He was one of the 
191 saved out of the total passengers and 
crew mi. 791, 

Mr. Joyce’s first speech in the House of 
Commons was made under exceptionally 
difficult circumstances. The Irish Party 
were carrying out some of their obstruc- 
tive tactics, when every member was 
expected to speak, At four o'clock 
in the morning Mr. Joyce was called on 
by the Speaker, Mr. Kier Hardie, the 
famous Labour legder, was on his feet, 
but the Speaker called on Joyce, who, 
with encouraging words from his 
colleagues, began, as was appropriate, in 
nautical language :—‘‘As a new member,“ 
he said, “Í was 2 to give way 
to an old and highly valued member 
of the House, but i must obey the 
Speaker's orders, and, looking to him as the 
chief pilot of the House, I must only do 
my best to keep clear of the dangers of 
the sea. I appeal to you, Mr. Speaker, 
to help me to steer clear of the rocks 
and shoals and difficult navigation that 
is demanded in carrying out the rules 
of the House. When he had concluded, 
John Dillon shouted: ‘Well done, 
Admiral, and as Admiral” he was 
known for the remainder of his career 
at Westminster. 

The Pilots’ Association of the United 
Kingdom was honoured in fact that 
Mr. Joyce was the first member of the 
craft to be elected to the House of 
Commons, and, in recognition, made him 
their President, a post which he occupied 
during his parliamentary term. Mr, 
Joyce received most of his education in 
the Christian Brothers’ and other local 
schools in Limerick, 

Now approaching his ninetieth year, 
Mr, Joyce resides at The Moorings, 
O'Connell avenue, Limerick, and is in the 

njoyment of the best of health.

Before the Special Criminal Court at 

Collins Barracks, Dublin, last Saturday 
Frederick Blunk and his wife, Ena, were 
charged : 
(1) That being persons more than 16 years 
of age, registered under the provisions of 
the Emergency Powers (No. 11) Order, 1939, 
they did on or about 5th July,1940,change from 
their then residence, 6 Dunga: terrace, Dun 
Laoghaire, without first reporting to a mem- 
ber of the Garda Siochana at the registar- 
tion office for the registration area in which 
they then residea, and furnishing such mem- 
ber with particulars of their proposed new 
residence and the date cn which they pro- 
posed to gu thereto, contrary to Section 5 of 
the Emergency Powers Act, 1939; and (2) 
that on or about July 5th, 1940, in the 
County Tipperary they, having changed to 
a new residence situate in a registration area 
different fron that in which their former 
residence had bee situate, unlawfully failed 
to report tu . member of the Garda Siochana 
at the registration office for the area in which 
such new residence was situate, and present 
to such member their registration certificate 
and furnish him with particulars as to such 
new residence, contrary to Section 5 of the 
Emergency Powers Act, 1939. 

Mr, D. O'Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s 
office), who prosecuted, said that both of 
the accused person were British subjects and 
arrived in this country on August 28th, 1939, 
from Dun Laoghaire. They went into occu- 
pation of a furnished flat at 6 Dungar 
terrace, Dun Laoghaire. They had registered 
at the Aliens’ Registration Office, Dublin 
Castle, on 30th Januaryl, 1940, in compliance 
with the Emergency Powers (No. 11) Order. 
This Order had reference to British sub- 
jects who were not covered by the Aliens 
Act proper. It covered persons not ordi- 
narily resident here and those, not Irish 
citizens, who had arrived here subsequent to 
Ist August, 1939 On 5th July this year 
they had left their Dun Laoghaire. residence 
and their address was unknown. Eventually 
they were arrested in Dublin on or about 
the 29th of last month. It was then dis- 
covered that for portion, at least, of the 
intervening period they had been in County 
Tipperary. 

e asked the Court to fix a date for their 
trial. It would take some time. 

The Court fixed 19th August as the date 
of the trial. 

Later the accused parties applied for bail. 
Mr. O’Donovan said that he had been in- 
structed to demand substantia] bail and that 
the sureties be citizens of this country. 

The Court fixed bail at £1,000 in each case, 
with two independent sureties of £500 each.

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THE IRISH PARLIAMENTARY 
PARTY 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srg,—With reference to the special article’ 
by your political Correspondent in Satur- 
day’s issue, please permit me to point out a 
few inaccuracies, and will thank you, in the 
interests of all those who have read it, to 
allow me to make a few corrections. I will 
deal with them in chronological order. 

Mr. Matthew J. Easa: K. O., retired 
Circuit Court Judge of Cork, is the sole 
survivor of the Parliament of 1880-1885, 
having been elected at a by-election for Ennis 
in 1881, and represented mid-Tyrone from 
1885 to 1895, when he retired. 

Mr. Thomas J. Condon, ex-Alderman and 
ex-Mayor of Clonmel, survives from the Par- 
liament of 1885-1886, and continued in the 
representation of East Tipperary until the 
general election of 1918. . 

Captain Henry Harrison is a survivor 
of the Parliament, 1886-1892, having been 
elected for Mid-Tipperary by-election in 
the summer of 1890. The first meeting of 
the Irish Party which he attended was that 
at which Mr. Parnell was re-elected after 
the O’Shea divorce case, and it was his first 
meeting with Mr Parnell. He subsequently 
signed the two requisitions to the hon. secre- 
taries of the Irish Party asking that meet- 
ings be again held at which the question of 
Mr. Parnell’s continued leadership would be 
considered, but, nevertheless, he both spoke 
and voted in favour of Mr Parnell. He was 
defeated at the general election of 1892, since 


when he has not entered Parliament. 


The Home Rule Bill of 1886, which was 
introduced by Mr. Gladstone in April of that 
year, was defeated on second reading the 
following June. a 

The position of the parties at the time of 
the s ft in December, 1890, was: Anti- 
Parnellites. 53; Parnellites (including Mr. 
Parnell), 33. 

At the general election, 1892, only nine 


Parnellites survived, but at the general elec- 


tion of 1895 they increased to eleven owing 
to the differences which had arisen between 
Mr. T. M. Healy and Messrs. John Dillon 
and William O’Brien as to the control of 
the Freeman’s Journal and National Preas, 
the cheques received from their Liberal 
leaders and the internal working of the Com- 
mittee of the Irish Party and its organisation, 
the Irish National Federation. 

It was not Lord Rosebery’s Government 
that passed the Home Rule Bill of 1893, but 
that of Mr. Gladstone himself, and, on the 
latter’s retirement early in 1894, he was 
succeeded by Lord Rosebery, who was ever 
only a nominal Home Ruler, and, as a conse- 
quence, took to “ploughing his !onely furrow” 
in 1896, and as a result hig influence as 
regards Irish politics disappeared. 

„Justin McCarthy, at the opening of 
Parliament in February, 1896, retired from 
the ip of the anti-Parnellites and was 
succeeded by Mr. John Dillon, and the re- 
union of the Irisb Party, under the leadership 
oí Mr. John — | took place in 1900, 
not in 1898. 

It was Mr. William O’Brien who succeeded 
in expelling Mr. Healy after the general 
election in 1900; therefore, as Mr. Healy 
su uently said in the House of Commons, 
as he knew of the trend of affairs in the Irish 
Party—Mr. Dillon not pulling with Mr. 
O'Brien—“I am the only united party in 
this House.” Mr. O’Brien was subsequently 
compelled to join forces with Mr. Healy and 
his friends, as before the general election of 
1900 the latter at times was able to muster 
a vote of 35 in his own favour, and had a 
varying number of followers in the party of 
29, 31 and 33; but Mr. Dillon’s control of the 
party fands succeeded in wiping them all out. 

It will thus be seen that the only survivors 
of the famous Irish Party of Mr. Parnell’s 
time are Messrs. Kenny, Condon and 
Harrison, and, while I was not over interested 
in Mr. Redmond’s party, as they were, after 
all—if truth has to told about liticians— 
nothing at all like the party of 1880-1890, no 
doubt the promised sketches of your corre- 
spondent (and I miss the name of Captain 
D. D. Sheehan, B.L., Mid-Cork, 1901-1918, 
from his list of survivors) will be interesting 
and worthy of a place in one’s memory, as it 
will be local history revived; but what there 
is really a great need of is a full and true 
history of the Irish Parliamentary Party as 
a whole, giving sketches of the “Choice of

IRISH APPLES 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE LRISH TIMES. 

Sm. —I feel that most people would expect 
that 1 should be the last person to criticise 
any scheme which makes for the better 
marketing of an Irish product, particularly 
an Irish agricultural product. For a number 
of years have advocated better marketing 
for all Irish products, as I am convinced 
that in better quality and better selling 
methods lies the ultimate success of any 
industry. 

A job half done is never done well, and 
that is what will happen to the new scheme 
for the marketing of apples unless it is 
drastically changed. The failure of such a 
scheme would do immense harm because of 
its reactions, Consequently we cannot afford 
any half-baked experiments. Yet the scheme 
is fundamentally right so far as it goes, but 
— in ape vital factors which are 

complete success. 

The scheme is voluntary; it must be com- 
pulsory. The fruit-grower who goes to the 
trouble and expense of hand-picking, grading 
and properly packing his fruit wil] find his 
market spoiled by his fellow-grower who does 
not incur any of this expense and sells the 
same quality at a lower price. Anybody 
with a knowledge of the fruit trade knows 
that a comparatively small quantity sold at 
a lower price has a determining influence on 
the price obtained generally. Even a few 
growers operating outside the scheme can 
wreck it. This happened in the butter 
industry; it can happen in the fruit industry. 

Furthermore, the home market should not 
be preserved for the Irish grower beyond the 

int which he is able to fill. That principle
